Mr. Sheppard, a wool grower of Texas, was 
thie next witness. He said that the subject 
assigned to him by the president of the 
National Wool{Growers’ association was the 
ability of the United States to raise all the 
carpet wool consumed in the country, and he 
read a paper to prove that with sufficient pro- 
tection it could be done. He gave figures to 
show thatin Texas it cost from fifteen to 
eighteen cents per pound to produce fine wool, 
and that it cannot be laid down/ in Boston at 
less that nineteen cents per pound, while 
Australian wool could be laid Bown there (if 
there was no duty on it) gt six cents per 
pound. ’

Witness—I mean that one class of wool 
should pay the same duty as another class. 

Mr. Carlisle—You have not told us the rate 
of duty you require. 

Witness—I leave that tothe better judgment 
of the committee. 

Mr. Carlisle—What is your own opinion ? 

Witness—I would have the same duty on 
all wool—say ten cents per pound. 

Mr. Gear=-W hat would have been the effect 
on tho*woo!-growing business in Texas if the 
Mills bill had gone into effect ? 

Witness— We would have all gone out of the 
business, I reckon. 

Mr. Muils gave a series of questions designed 
to make the witness admit that ten cents per 
pound duty on wool was for the protection of 
capital, not of labor, which was being robbed, 
he said to that extent. 

Witness replied (with much warmth)that he 
would like torob no other, but a rich man 
suéh as a congressmen and senators, who 
were robbing the sheepraisers by not giving 
them theirdues. He deciared that he was a 
democrat, all but free trade. He could not 
stand that. He had voted for President 
Cleveland the first time and would have voted 
for him the second time, if he had not sought 


™o rob sheep raisers for the sake of free trade. 


Mr. Breckenridge—You are a revenue demo- 
crat? 

Witness—I do not know what you may 
call me. I have not language to express it. 

Mr. Bayne—Are the farmers and wool- 
growers of Texas in favor of protection ? 

Witness—I cannot speak for the farmers. I 
know that the wool growers are. 

Mr. Bayne— Without regard to party? 

Witness—We are going to drop the question 
of party. 

Mr. Chairman—Yor must be very discrim- 
inating in regard to the aye There are 
some members from Texas whom we want left 
with us. [Laughter.} 

Mr. Mille—Did not you try alittle of that 
philosophy in the last campaign ? 

Witness—Not as much asI wish we had 
dons. There was another featurein that cam- 
paign, prohibition, which elected some gentle- 
men. 

Mr. Breckenridge—Is the democracy of 
‘Texas strongly in favor of prohibition? 

Witness— No, sir. Iam sorry to say that 
the democracy of Texas is in favor of free 
whisky. {Laughter}, I am a4 prohibitionist 
myself. We did not try to centralize the wool 
interest in the last campaign, but the next 
time we will try. 

William Whitmar,‘of Boston, president of 
the National Association of Wool Manufact- 
urers, next addressed the committee. present- 
ing’a memorial and resolutions adopted by 
that association. The association took posi- 
tion, he said, not to attempt to fix the duty on 
wool, but to leave that to the committee with- 
out remark or comment. He would say, how- 
ever, that the sentiment among manufacturers 
connected with the organization was a prefer- 
ence for the maintenance of existing duties, 
and that present rates should not be increased. 
They would certainly oppose any attempt to 
rest~ict the importation of foreign wools, and 
he did not believe that the committee wonld 


, attempt such a thing because it would be 


impossible for wool manufacturers to produce 
all goods necessary for home consumption, 
uuless they could have foreign wool. 

After a long .examination, witness was 
asked by Mr. Breckenridge, whether if the 
wool manufacturers of the United States had 
free wool they could enlarge their market by 
sales to foreign counties, and he replied that 
under no circumstances would free wool en- 
able wool manufacturers to make an im 
pression on foreign markets. 

Mr. Breckenridge—Or free anything else? 

Witness—I would like to confine my an- 
gwer to what I know. 

Mr. Breckenridge—Wonld free wool give 
you an increased market in this country ? 

Witness—I thiuk there can be hardly any 
question but that it would at once stimulate 
production and would give us an opportu- 
nity to displace foreign products now used 
here, but I think the effect of free wool would 
be to diminish the price of wool, and conse- 
quently to, discourage the sheep-raiser, and 
the moment we began to take from the world’s 
product any given amount of wool the price 
would be raised, and the probability is that 
wool would become considerably dearer than 


. it now is.

JUDGE KELLEY SLOWLY DYING. 


A Cancer Is Eating Ite Way Into His 
Throat. 


WasHInaton, January 3.—The Star this 
eveniug publishes the following: ‘“‘The father of the 
house of representatives, the champion of protec- 
tion, the veteran legislator, William D. Kelley, of 
Pennsylvania, has probably been‘on the floor of the 
house for the last time. On the day when the filty- 
first congress assembled, Judge Kelley was ir his 
place, and sineé that time he bas probably been at 
the capitol two or three times, Hisenfeebled con- 
dition was the subject of much comment, but only 
afew knew the nature of the judge’sailment. It 
is now fully developed, and its activity 
is more virulent. Just below the rear 
of Judge Kelleys jaw is a cancer, 
and it is spreading rapidly into the throat. 60 
quickly has it workedthat the affected man can 
speak only in whispers, and then not without pain, 
The swallowing of nourishment is a matter of con- 
siderable difficulty, and locomotion can only be In- 
dulged in toa very small extent, Scveral of Judge 
Kelley's reiatives have been here during the last 
few days, and his daughter, Mrs Hosmer, wanted 
to take him - home with her. but his condition yes 
terday was such that removal was regarded as im- 
possible by the physicians, Sothe judge is still in 
his roonts at the Riggs house, 

HE HAS OTHER TROUBLES. 

Judge Kelley is slightly improved tonight. Mem-~ 
bers of his family, who are here, were not summon- 
ed to Washington on account of the judge's illness, 
but came to spend the holidays with him. While it 
is true that the judge has athroat trouble of @ can- 
cerous nature, itis not anew development, as Mr. 
Kelley submitied to a surgical operation for the re- 
moval of this growth in 1883. There bas been, how- 
ever, arenewpYofthe trouble quite recently, but 


tinal catarrh, accompanied by copious and ob- 
stinate diarrhcea, which has resulted in great weak- 
nese andageneral breaking down ofthe system. 
The judge is extremely anxXious to go to the house 
of representatives once more, but his friends are of 
opinion .tonight that he will never take his seat 
there again. 


THE PREVAILING DISEASE. 


Convicts in Auburn Prison Down with It— 
Spreading in London.

The disease 1s yery prevalent in 
the city, and many new cases are reported daily.

Lonpon, January 3.—The influenza is 
spreading among the London police force. It is 
reported especially among those officers doing duty 
in the eastern part of the metropolis,

CLEVELAND, O., January 3 —Health Officer 
Ashmun, of this city, reports that there are 5,000 
cases of la grippe in Cleveland, 

Lonpon, January 3.—The Marquis of Salis- 
bury attributes the occurrence of influenza at the 
foreign office to dispatches received from Russia. 
In Paristhe epidemic beganin the streets around 
the Russlan embassy,J and the doctors there have 
thought that it came from the embassy.

WORKING FOR BRICE. 


THE CROWDS INCREASING AT OHIO’S 
CAPITAL. 


THE CANDIDATES AND THEIR FRIENDS 


Cal Brice Séems to Be the Strongest, But 
There Is Talk of a Movement to 
Bring Out Campbell. 


Cotumsus, O., January 3.—There is no 
material change in the senatorial situation to- 
day, but a great amount of work is being done 
and the crowds are increasing in size. The 
feature of the forenoon is the reported with- 
drawal of all candidates for speaker with the 
exception of Hysell. This has giver increased 
life to the Brice boom forthe senate. Hysell 
is recognized as the speakership candidate of 
the Brice element in the senatorial contest, 
although Brice and his mawagers claim they 
have nothing to do with it, and have’ been 
stearing clear of the speakership fight. 

John A. McMahon, who is cousidered the 
third most prominent candidate, arrived at 
noon, accompanied by quite a large following. 
The most important ramor, which is as yet 
confined to select circles, is that democratic 
members of the legislature since coming to the 


seat Marquis for lieutenant-governor over 
Lampson, with a whirl and without delay, and 
then bring ont Governor Campbell as the 
chief opponent to Brice for the senate. This 
report lacks confirmation. 

House and senate caucuses will be held to- 
morrow morning for nominations of candidates 
for office in either branch. 

The senatorial caucus is fixed for most any 
day next week, rumors placing it all way from 
Tuesday to Saturday. The report early in the 
day that an effort would be make to seat Mar- 
quis for lieutenant governor, and take up Gov- 
ernor Campbell as_ a candidate and principal 
opponent to Brice is discredited, It is known 
there was a movo of this kinda week or two 
since, but itis found to be impractical, and 
the scheme was abandoned. This is the infor- 
mation gained from several legislative mem- 
bers who were cognizant of the scheme. Two 
leading candidates for senator have no figures 
to give as to iheir strength. The members are 
here, but are not proclaiming their preferences 
outside of a few who are working outright for 
friends.

PROBABLY TIRED OF LIFE, 


A Retired Savannah Merchant Goes Out by 
the Poison Route. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., January 3.—2[Special.]— 
The death of John Kuck, who was buried yesterday 
afternoon, was either accidental ora case ofsuicide, 
Two doctors, who were called to attend him, ap- 
plied the stomach pump but could not save him, 
He had taken an overdose of laudinum, and. it is 
stated with suicidal intent. He was an elderity 
man and had a large furtune, which he made prin- 
cipally in the grooery Wasiness here in Savannah 
Before he was taken ill he gave $300.10 a relative to 
pay his funeral expenses. Mr. Kuck retired from 


business several years azo, and has been living on a 
farm about a mile anda haif irom iimuuaervol. 


Span of a Bridge Falls. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., January 3.—The fifth 
span of the new iron bridge, which is being built 
was blown 
down atj}10 o’clock this morning, and one of the 
workmen, named Maurice Driscoll, of Eagle Bridge, 
N. Y., was killed, Two other men who were at 
work on the bridge were injured. Driscoll was on 
top of a truss on the north side, when it went over, 
and was carried down with the iron work into the 
river, sixty or seventy feet below. He was struck 
by a piece of the truss, on the way down, and was 
probably killed before striking the water. A work-~ 
man, named McClosky, was rescued from the river, 
afier the accident, being found hanging to one of 
the stringers of the bridge. About thirty men were 
at work on the span, but assoon asthe truss began 
to settle they were given warning, and all but three 
men working above escaped tootherspans. Some 
pedestrians and carriages had very narrow 
escapes.

Soutnern railroad, was knocked from his train by a 
water tank and killed last night. He was leaning 
outofthe door of the caboose too far as the train 
passed the water tank and was struck on the head.

‘AND HE TOOK HIS OWN LIFE AT 
ALTHOUGH ONCE HE WAS PROMINENT 
Willie Gaylord; Formerly Prime Mover in 


Grand Railrodd Schemes, Commits 
Suicide Rather than Go to Court. 


PHILADELPHIA, January 3.— Willis Gaylord, 
for years a beavy manipulator of railroad 
securities and organizer of railroad corpora- 
tions, committed suicide some time last night 
or this morning in.a cell in the county prison 
here. Then the kecpers went on their rounds 
this morning Gaylord’s. corpse was discovered 
in his cell. Gaylord was put under arrest on a 
warrant issued on the 18th of November last 
on a. suit in assumpsit, involving a4 
claim ,@f $30,000, the plaintiff being 
one Frederick A. Babcock, of New 
York, with whom Gaylord. had been in- 
terested in New Orleans, Baton Rouge and 
Vicksburg railroad bonds. Babcock alleged 
fraud on Gaylord’s part, while the latter as- 
serted his, ability to clear himself of the accu- 
sation, and since his arrest his counsel has 
been actively engaged in procuring witnesses 


‘in support of a motion to quash the writ. In 
‘the meantime Gaylord had remained in the 


custody of the sheriff, and Judge Bregy had 
fixed 11 o’clock this morning for a hearing on 
the motion. Igstead of going on with the 
case,{Gaylord’s counsel announced the tragic 
death of the defendant, causing quite a sensa- 
tion in the courtroom. _

City Attorney Goodwin Decides that Mem- 
bership of the Board Does Not Constitute 
an Office. 


A member of the general council can be a 
member of the board of education. 

So says City Attorney Goodwin. 

Several wecks ago the question was raised 
because Hon. Anton Kontz, the junior mem- 
ber of the council from the fifth ward was re- 
elected to the board of education. 

At the same time the council contained two 
other members who were on the board. 

Hon. W. A. Hemphill, mayor pro tem., and 
Hon. P. J. Moran, senior member from the 
second. 

Those who doubted the eligibility of the 
gentlemen presented a good case, and Mayor 
Glenn at once asked the city attorney for his 
opinion. That opinion was handed the mayor 
yesterday, and read: 


Hon, John T, Glenn, Mayor—Dear Sir: Respond- 


ing {o your request for a construction on the act re-. 


cently passed, providing that ‘‘councilmen and al- 
dermen shall be ineligibleto any other municipal 
office during the term of office during which they 
were chosen,” and whether under said act, Council. 
man A. L. Kontz is eligible to membership on the 
board of education, to which he has been elected, I 
submit the following as my opinion and construc- 
tion: 

I do not think that membership onthe board of 
education of this city isan office within the con- 
templation of said act. There is no com mag stor 
attached 40 service on the board, aud the board 
itself is only an agency provided by ordinances for 
carrying on the system of public schools. 

U nder section 78 of the charter of the city, the 
mayor and general council of said city are em- 
powered to maintain a. system of 
public schools, authorized by ‘ordinance 
or otherwise in their discreiion to _pro- 
vide for appropriate agencies to regulate, 
improvise and carry on said system of schools, and 
render the same eflicient.’’ Under this act, the 
mayor and general council could of course create a 

rd of education or other agency to carry on the 
schools, or might 
their body should be entrusted with this duty. 

In other words, the mayor and general council 
have complete control over the subject matter as to 
agency for carrying on said schools, and service on 
the board of education might by the same very 
oe gai be required of any member of ils own 


Itherefore think that Councilman Kontz. who 
was recently elected a member of said board, is ell- 
gible to service thereon. Respectfully submitted,

Ordinary Calhoun Tries an Interesting 
Habeas Corpus Case Yesterday— Well 
Kuown Street Characters. 

Mrs. Mary Tims, who has figured several 
times in the criminal annals of the city, was 


_again yesterday the central figure in @ rather 


interesting and sensational affair. 

She sued out a writ of habeas corpus for the 
recovery of her two children—twin babies— 
which have been for some time in the custody 
and care of the home for the friendless. 

Mrs. Tims and her babies attracted public 
attention about two months ago, when the 
mother was arrest d and taken to the station- 
house as a public nuisance and for exposing 
the infants to danger and suffering. Two 


‘or three times the police came between 


the mother and her twins, endeavoring to 
protect them, and persuade her to leaye them 
at home when on her periodic excursions 
through the streets of the city. 

At all hayzs of the day and night, and in all 
sorts of weather, the mother was a conspicuous 
street character, with her crying little ones at- 
tracting the attention of the people as she 
pushed them about in a rickety little old baby

The crying, suffering little things were used 
and their, 


“pinched faces seldom failed to call forth a gen- 


Tims’ to attract alms, 


erous response from kind-hearted passers by. 
The wagon and its contents was frequently 
goen about the entrance to the chamber of 
commerce building, and sometimes, on sunny 
days, the half clad babies would be set down 
on the flags to craw! about and exercise their 
weak little limbs. 

One cold, rainy night about ten o’clock, some 
two months ago, the three were picked up 
at the corner of Mariettaand Peachtree streets 
and sent to their home away out near Bell- 
wood, ina hack by several gentlemen who 
were fearful of the consequences to tbe little 
ones. | 

Shortly after this the police again took 
charge of them, and Mrs, Tims signed a con- 
tract, drawn by Chief Connolly, delivering 
the twins over to the care of the home for the 
friendless. 

At the trial of habeas corpus case yesterday, 
before Ordinary Calhoun, the mother testified 
that she was induced to sign the contract by 
threats that her children would be taken away 
anyhow by force. This was disproved by the 


ladies of the home, and Chief Connolly and. 


Sergeant Curtright testified that Mrs. Tims 
was not a proper person. either to care for the 
children’s morals or bodily wants. 

When taken to the home the babics 
were in a dangerous state of health, 
but are now improving. Attorneys for Mrs. 
Tims protested that they had never been ill 
before taken to the home, but that they were 
now sickly, due to their separation from their 


mother. 

Mrs. Tims, as was stated by one of her 
friends, has been almost crazed since the babes 
were taken from her, and when the final 
decision was reached, refusing to return them 
to he { she created quite a scene in the court- 
ror. by her gesticulating and weeping. 
several of her relatives, among them Mrs. 
-2uns’s brother-in-law, with whom she lives, 
asked that the twins be returned to their 
mother, that they would help provide for their 
wants. 

When questioned as to her ability to provide 
for them, Mrs. Tims said she could earn two 
dollars a week by her work, 

‘“‘How much does it cost to support you?’’ 
she was asked. 

“‘We live very comfortably on a dollar anda 
half a week; we are very poor. Only give me 
my babies again, and I’ll be hannpy!’’ 

Mrs. Timse’s care of the twins while they 
were allowed to remain in her possession, was 
so unnatural] and unmotherly that despite her 
general character and associates, she was ad- 
judged by Ordinary Calhoun to be an im- 

roper person to entrust with their custody. 

e therefore returned them to the home for 
the friendless, where they will be properly 
mursed anid trained. 

In pronouncing his judgment Judge Cal- 
houn said it pained him very much to be com- 

lied to separate mother and child but be- 

ieved it to be his duty to the infants as wel! 
as to humanity to doso in this case. 

The scene at the close of the trial was quito 
pathetic, Mrs. Tims appearing to be overcome 
with emotion. 

It is thought that Mrs. Tims wished to get 
possession of her children so as to again use 
them as she has heretofore in begging,

FOR WHICH CHIEF JOYNER WILL 
ASK IN HIS ANNUAL KEPORT. 


The Fires of the Past Years, Their Canses 
and the Losses from Them—Recombmien- 
dations to the Council. 


Another chemica), a small hook and ladder 
truck, and a huse reel— 

These are the needs of the fire department, 
as Chief Joyner outlines them in his annual 
report, which has just been completed. 

“I think I have a right to feel prond of the 
record of the fire departmentin the five years 
since I took charge,’’ Cap said, by way of ex 
planation, ‘“‘butit is too mach to expct a con- 
tinuation of that success with so smalla de- 
partment. Asfaras it goes, I don’t believe 
there is another smal] department better 
equipped for fighting fire. But as it stands, 
the city has outgrown the department.”’ 

This is Chief Joyner’s tifth annual report— 
the eighth since the organization of the paid 
department, It contains interesting facts about 
the work ofthe department during the past 
year, and, in addition, a statement showing 
the records of the past five years. 

DURING LAST YEAR 
the Atlanta department answered 179 alarms, 


twenty-two more than in 1888. 

January showed the best record, cleven 
alarms with $102 damages. April had the 
greatest loss, the total for that month being 
$66,593. During that month the Jackson 
building was burned and there were twenty- 
one other alarms. 

The total value of property at risk during 
the year was $2,144,885. In computing this 
item, Chief Joyner estimatesonly the building 
in which the fire was located withjits contents. 
Upon this $2,144,885, of property there was a 
total insurance of $1,377,370. 

The total damage for the year was $97,400. 
Of this by far the greater part was the Jackson 
building’s $59,989, leaving $37,411 loss for the 
178 fires of the remainder of the year. 

Since July, 1885, when Chief Joyner took 
charge, there have been 695 fires, with a total 
loss of $288,025. The value of the property at 
risk during that time was $5,836,159, upon 
which there was $3,742,825 insurance. 

THE CAUSKS OF THE FIRES 

of the past year are, as shown by the records: 
Defective flues, 42; unknown, 19; sparks from 
chimneys, 14; carelessness, 23; false alarm, 13; 
incendiary, 9; alarms from out of city, 12; 
chimneys, no damage, 12; defective stove pipe, 
2; oil stoyes, 2; sparks from locomotives, 8; 
lamps exploded, 4; fireworks, 3; ashes in wood, 
4; defective hearths, 1; sparks from engines, 
2; electric light wires, 1; waste piles, 1; cotton 
turning over. 1; leaking gas pipe, 2; spontane- 
ous combustion, 1; defective range, 1; smoking 
sausage, 1; sparks from Jackson building, St. 
Philip’s parsonage, 1. 

At 102 of these fires the damage was below 
$50, on five it was between $50 and $100; on 
twenty-nine it was between $100 and $500; on 
eight it was between $500 and $1,000, and in 
seven cases the loss was above $1,000. 

SOME RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The chief in his report makes two important 
recommendations. 

The tirst of these is concerning fire escapes. 
He calls the attention of the council to the law 
passed by lact legislature which requires own- 
ers of large buildings in which working people 
are employed to provide suitable and. ample 
means of egress in cases of © fire. 
“Do not delay the onforcement 
these laws,’’ he says, “‘until we ‘have 
lost a number of lives, but act at once 
and relieve yourselves of the responsibility 
which rests upon you until you see that the 
law is carried out.”’ 

Then he pays special attention to the matter 
of defective tines and makes some statements 
which may sound decidedly startling. Fires 
from this cause, he says, are greatly on the in- 
crease. There aro 

NOC FIVE HOUSES IN THE CITY 
in which tho«tova fines are not defective, 

‘‘They are regular fire traps,” ne says, *‘and 
endanger the life and property of otr citizens. 
The council should, in my opinion, impose a 
heavy penalty upon any person who: builds a 
stove tiue and allows it to rest upon wood, or 
who, in putting up a building, allows the 
joints or sleepers toran in the back of the 
flues, as I find is often the case.’’ 

The people who live in the houses are the 
innocent sufferers, and the chief, recognizing 
this fact, urges that some laws be passed by 
which the contractor or builder is held respon- 
sible in cases of this kind. Forty-two of the 
fires during 1889 were due to this state of flues. 
The loss from these fires was $18,086, while it 
would not have taken an expenditure of more 
than one dollar for each flue to have prevented 
all this loss. 

NEEDED IMPROVEMENTS, 

Under this head is mentioned the need of a 
regularly organized fire patrol. In his last re 
port Ohief Joyner asked for a fire patrol as 
adding to the efliciency of the department in 
the protection of property. 

‘One thing which I think the department 
needs,’ he adds, ‘tis a new headquarters, I 
would favor selling the two Broad street 
houses and building a new ° building 
for the hook and ladder trucks, the 
chemical and a hose reel. We ean’t 
get away from this bridge very far, for we 
must be where we can getto the north side 
‘and south side with equal facility. Weshould 
have a small hook aol ladder truck for use in 
the outskirts of the city, the large one being 
reserved for the business portion. If we can’t 
have the new headquarters, we ought to have 
& new company with headquarters some- 
where near the cornerof Forsyth and Peters 
street, to give the people of the first 
ward equal protection with those in the other 
sections of the city.’’ - 

‘*tiow much money will all that need ?”’ 

“QO, about headquarters I can’tsay. But 
anotlier chemical will cost about $2,000, and it 
is the best investment the city could make; 
new hose reel would be about $750, and a small 
hook and ladder truck $1,200. Then there 
would be hose and horses. The pay-roll 
would show an _ increase, but the 
only big outlay would be the first 
year—the purchase of the new apparatus. It 
is al] needed ; without it the department is not 
equal to the needs of Atlanta.’' 

A comparison of the state of the depart- 
ments in the different paris of the country 
shows that there is not a city of 50,000 inhabi- 
tants which has nota larger department than 
Atlanta. 


Filing Deeds, Etc. 

The new law regulating the filing of deeds, 
liens, mortgages, etc.,in the clerk’s office of 
the superior court went into effect on the Ist. 
The law makes an important chanze in this 
respect, and Clerk Tanner says it is urgent 
that it be well understood by everybody, for 
it will affect all who have any transactions 
whatever, in real estate especially. 

In some instances it may affect the validity 
of titles, and unless it is complied with 
promptly, litigation may be brought upon the 
parties to atransaction in which a deed or 
mortgage is given. 

Every deed, mortgage, lien, and other like 
instruments are void until filed in the clerk’s 
office under the new law. They do not go into 
effect until is filed, and if two deeds are given 
to a certain property, both by the same party, 
to different vendees, dated on different days, 
that which is recorded first, even though it be 
the last given, takes precedence in the eyes of 
the law. 

Another clause of the new law provides that 
executions from all courts be filed in the office 
of the clerk of the superior court within ten 
days after they are issued.

To Complete the Road—Some Atlanta and 
Florida Matters—The East Tennessee Has 


a Word to Say.. 

Ata meeting of the directors of the Atlanta 
and Florida Railroad company, on December 
Sist, at their office over Maddox, Rucker & 
Co.’s bank, Mr. J. W. Rucker was elected 
treasurer of the road and Dr. J. F. Alexander 
was appointed surgeon. These gentlemen are 
two of Atianta’s most substantial citizens, and 
will be guite an acquisition to the company. 


A number of Savannah, South Georgia and 
Florida capitalists have bought the chartered 
rights. franchises, road bad, etc.,of the Florida 
Midland and Georgia, and organized a consruc- 
tion company for the completion of © work 
to Madison, and from there to De an’s bay, 
on the gulf. The principal move 
tine and sawmill operators. The koad will run 
eighty miles through the heart of\a timbered 
‘section as yet untouched. 

The East Tennessee, Virginiaand Georgia 
railroad notified Comptroller-General Wright 
yesterday-that Colonel Lewis, its legal advisor, 
after carefully examining the tax which was 
demanded for dragging Pullman cars, had 
concluded that it was unconstitutional and it 
would therefore not be paid. — Comptroller 
Wright did not issue a fi fa against the road, 
as he is waiting to hear from Attorney-General 
Anderson if the meaning of the law intro- 
duced by Judge Hall had been mistaken. 
Several days ago Judge Hall wrote to 
Comptroller Wright informing him 
that his intention in introducing the 
bill was that the taxes on the rail 
roads should be imposed only in case the sleep- 
ing and parlor car companies refused. to be 
taxed. He also suggested that the law be sub- 
mitted to Atterney General Anderson to be 
construed by him. The comptroller immedi- 
ately consented to the proposition, and yester- 
day morning received a note from Attorney 
. General Anderson stating that he would give 
a written opinion in the course of a day or two. 
In the meantime no more fi. fa’s. will be issued 
and the levies that have been made will be 
raised if Judge Anderson decides that the law 
reads as Judge Hall meant it should. 

In compliance with the fi, fa's. issued by 
Comptroller-General Wright against. several 
Georgia railroads because of their refusal to 
pay a tax for dragging Pullman cars, the 
sheriff yesterday levied on an engine belong- 
ing tothe Richmond and Danville road, one 
belonging to the West Point road, and one be- 
longing to the Georgia Pacific road. All the 
engines were laid up by their respective roads 
while bond was being given for them, and the 
legal formalities complied with. They will be 
released today, and will again be running regu- 


larly.
